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BUILDING STATISTICS - TASMANIA, JUNE QUARTER, 1959+ 


The Deputy Commonwealth Statistician (Mr. He G. Houstein) has made available 
the following particulars of Building Statistics for the quarter ended 30th June, 1959, 
together with comparative data for preceding quarterly and annual periods. 


(& statement of definitions of terms used will be found on page 9.) 


1¢ NEW HOUSES COMPLETED: During the quarter ended 30th June, 1959, 826 new houses were , 
. completed (compared with 611 in March quarter, 1959 and 564 in 

December quarter, 1958). The 826 houses completed during June quarter, 1959 comprised 

103 brick, concrete etce; 120 veneers; (brick, concrete, etc.) 577 wood; and 26 fibro- 

cement. Completions during the June quarters of preceding years were: 1956 - 7233 1957 - 

6723 and 1958 — 624. 


2s NEW HOUSES COMMENCED: The number of new houses commenced during June quarter, 1959 
was 670, an increase of 40 compared with March quarter, 1959. 


3. NEW HOUSES UNDER CONSTRUCTION: The number of new houses under construction at 30th 

si June, 1959 was 1,935,a decrease of 56 compared with 
the 31st March, 1959 figure of 2,091. Corresponding figures as at the 30th June, in 
previous years are as follows: 1956 — 2,305; 1957 -— 2,137; and 1958 - 1,949. 


The houses under construction at the 30th June, 1959 comprised: solid brick, 
concrete, etc. 356 (18.4 per cent); veneers (brick, concrete, eto.) 293 (1561 per cent); 
wood 4,204 (62.2 per cent); and fibro-cement, 82 (4.3 per cent). 


4. NEW BUILDINGS (OTHER THAN HOUSES): The value of new buildings (other than houses) 
- completed during June quarter, 1959 was &£1,806,000 
compared with &1,105,000 in March quarter, 1959 and £1,500,000 in December quarter, 1958. 


_ During June quarter, 1959 the value of new buildings (other than houses), 
commenced was £2, 268,000 compared with £15372, OOO in March quarter, 1959 and £1,529,000 in 
December’ quarter, 1958. 


5+ VALUE OF ALL BUILDINGS: The value of all buildings, including. houses, completed in 

\ >) Se a ees Tasmania during June quarter, 1959 was £4,305,000, an increase 
of £1,383,000 compared with March quarter, 19959 and an increase of £584,000 compared with 
June quarter, 1958. New houses valued at £2,499,000 comprised 581 per cent of the total 
value of completions. , : 


The value of new buildings commenced during June quarter, 4959 was &4,318,000 
an increase of £1,082,000 compared with March quarter, 1959 and arenes more than June 
quart ery 1958. 


The value of new buildings under construction at 30th June, 1959 was: £13,053,000. 


6. VALUE OF WORK DONE ON NEW BUILDINGS: The value of work done on new buildings during 

: June quarter, 1959 was £3,861,000 compared with 
£35 259,000 in March quarter, 1959 and £3,476,000 in June quarter, 1958. Of the June 
quarter, 1959 total, £2, 253,000 or 58.4 per cent represented work done in respect of houses. 
Hobart and Suburbs accounted for £1,771,000 or 45.9 per cent of the total value, Launceston 
and Suburbs for £723,000 or 18.7 per cent and the rest of the State for £1, 367,000 or 
35e€4 per cent. 


7» PERSONS WORKING ON NEW BUILDINGS: (See Note 5 on page ie There were 5,990 persons 

including 1,558 working principals engaged on the 
construction of new buildings at 30th June, 1959. Of. these, 2;909:.were carpenters by 
trade; 477 bricklayers and 1,086 builders! labourers. 


Of the 5,990 persons engaged at 30th June, 1959, 4,835. were working on private 
contract jobs, 680 on owner—built jobs and 475 on Government day labour projects. The 
returns indicated that 2,867 were working on new houses, 237 on new flats, 1,860 on other 
new buildings, ‘199 on alterations and additions to houses, 17 on alterations and additions 
(including conversions) to flats, 527 on alterations and additions to other buildings and 
283 on repair and maintenance work.

DEFINITIONS OF TERMS USED. 
41. Owner—Builder: Tor the purpose of building statistics in this Bulletin, an owner- 


builder is a person who is actually building his own house or is having his house built 
under his own direction without the services of a contractor who is responsible for the 
whole job. 


2+ Commenced: A building is regarded as having been commenced when work on the 
foundation has begun. Owing to the difficulty of defining the exact point that this 
represents in building operations, classifications made by Builders may not be entirely 
uniform. 

3- Completed: A building is regarded as having been completed when the 
contractor has fulfilled the terms of the contract. As with commencements, the classi- 


fications made may not be entirely uniform 


4. Under Constructions A building under construction at the end of a period is so 
classified if work on it is proceeding. 


5 Bnployments: The figures of employmamt relate to persons actually working on 
new buildings on a specified day. They include working principals, and their employees, 
men working as, or for, sub-contractors and men temporarily laid off on account of weath-— 
ere In addition, they include some persons engaged on alterations, additions, renova~ 
tions or repairs to buildings when these jobs are undertaken by a contractor who erects 
new buildings. Because of frequent movement between jobs and because some persons (eg. 
electricians) may work on several jobs which are under construction simultaneously, some 
duplication may occur. The figures include estimates for persons working on owner-— 
built houses. 


6. Values: All values shown exclude the value of land and represents the 
estimated value of buildings on completion. ; 


Te Building Permits: Figures relating to Building Permits include details of: 
x (a) Permits issued by Local Governmental Authorities for the 
construction of private buildings. 
(b) Contracts let and day labour projects commenced by Governmen- 
tal Authorities. 
(c) Private buildings reported to have been commenced in those 
municipalities which do not issue building permits. 


8. Explanatory. Notes: All figures in this bulletin relate to the operations of private 
contractors, Government Authorities and éwner—builders. 


Figures relate only to the operations of persons who erect new 
buildings. Ma jor new additions to existing buildings are included as new buildings. 
Minor additions, alterations, renovations and repairs to buildings are excluded, because 
of the difficulty in obtaining complete lists of persons who are engaged in those 
operations. 


Figures for houses exclude converted military huts, flats, and 
shop dwellings. Some houses built on farms are excluded but these do not affect the 
figures materially.
